INSTRUCTIONS FOR COMPUTING MAXIMUM 1941 FARM 
PAYMsNTS AND PREPARING 1941 FARM FLANS 


PART I,--GENERAL 


The purpose of Form NCR~503, 16941 Farm Plan, is to notify the 


farmer of his 1941 farm acreage allotments, normal yields, and produc- 
tivity index, to encourage him to adopt good soil-management practices, 


and to aid him in planning his 1941 farming operations so that he may 
cooperate in the farm program.

Regular Farms.--As soon as 1941 allotments and yields have 
been approved by a representative of the State committee, 
a Form NCR-525, Farm Computation Sheet, will be prepared 
for each farm shown on the listing sheet and the maximum 
payment will be computed for each farm, The data will be 
transferred from Form NCR-525 to Form NCR-503. 


ACP-95 Combination Farms.--The heading of Form NCR-503 and 
Section I thereof will be completed for each tract of land 
for which a Form ACP-95 has already been signed for 1941 
and will serve as a notice of allotment and yield form. 
Such data will be obtained directly from the listing sheet, 
Since Forms NCOR-503 completed in this manner will serve 
only as notifications of allotments, no Forms-525 will 

be prepared for such individual tracts. 


A Form NCR-525 will be prepared and computed for 
the combined farms from the data shown on RF-16 and a 
"master" Form NCR-503 will be prepared from such Form 
NOR-525, For any farm for which a combination is proposed 
after the notification of allotment has been mailed, Forms 
NCR-503 and NCR-525 will be handled as set forth on page Te 


Farms in the Range Combination Area.--Forms NCR-525 and 
NCR-503 for farms in the Range Combination Area in South 
Dakota shall be prepared and handled as set forth in a 
supplement to this procedure, 
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After NCR-503 is signed by the chairman of the county committee, 
a copy of such form shall be mailed to the owner and operator of the 
farm as a notice of allotments and yields. Upon request, copies of such 
form may also be furnished to other persons who will have an interest in 
the crops on the farm, After the ‘expiration of the appeal period, the 
original of the farm plan will be assigned to a community comnitteeman. 
Community committeemen will meet with all farmers in their communities 
to explain the 1941 farm program and to complete the farm plan for each 
farm, te: 


Bach farm for which a farm plan is signed before May 1, 1941, by 
a person entitled to share in the 1941 crops, will be inspected to 
determine eligibility for commodity loans and 1941 agricultural conser- 
vation and parity payments. Hach farm for which only a Form NCR-506W 
is signed will be inspected only to determine eligibility for a 1941 
wheat loan and a 1941 wheat parity payment. If for any farm the infor- 
mation needed to complete the farm plan is refused by the farmer, a 
statement to that effect should be entered thereon and the form should 
be signed in Section III by the committeeman to whom it was assigned, 
In such case the other persons interested in the crops on the farm should 
be notified in writing of the refusal in order that they may have an 
opportunity to sign a 1941 Farm Plan. A person should not be allowed to 
sign a farm plan if he states that he does not expect to comply with » 
any of the provisions of the program, 


PART I1,--PREPARATION OF FORM NCR-525 
A. General | 


1. All entries on Forms NCR-525 except the entry 
for commercial orchards and the entries for 
Forms NCR-525 prepared for combinations shall 
be obtained from listing sheets which have been 
approved by the State committee, The entries 
for Forms NCR-525 prepared for combinations 
shall be obtained from RF-16, 


2. All entries on the forms ened ee made with 
indelible pencil, 


3. <All entries shall be made in a manner which 
will result in clear and legible entries on all 
copies of the form. Since Forms NCR-525 are to 
be handled several times and are to be forwarded 
to the General Accounting Office, it is very 
essential that care be exercised to prevent the 
carbon paper from smearing the copies of the form, 


4, If the farm becomes a nonallotment farm in 
1941, the computations at this time may not 
be applicable. Therefore, the computations

which are to be made on NCR-525 are in many 
cases tentative and may be subject to revision 
at-a later date after performance hag been 
checked, The computation entries should be 
small so that the correct figures may be 
entered later, 


‘Entries on Forms NOR-525, 


1. Enter above the perforated portion of Form 

'- NOR-525 the name of the Owner, the number of acres 
in the farm, and the name of the operator so that 
such data will be readily available for transfer to 
NCR-5038, 


2. Enter the State and county code and farm number 
a3 in the upper right-hand corner of the form, 


5. Make no entry at this time in the box in the wpper 
right-hand corner of the form in answer to the 
question as to whether a farm plan was signed. 


4, Make entries in Section I as follows: . 


Hi Obtain the entries for lines 1 and 3 for 
each column from the applicable columns 
of NCR-509, 


b. If the farm is not in the commercial corn 
area, make no entries in column (bd). 


c. Enter in the heading of column (a) the name 
of the type of tobacco to be grown on the 
farm, If two types of tobacco are to be 
grown on the same farm, enter the data with 
respect to the second type of tobacco in 
column (f). Enter in the heading of the 
column below the name of the type of tobacco 
the applicable rate of payment. The rates 
of payment are 0,8¢ for Burley and cigar 
filler and binder, 1.0¢ for dark air-cured 
tobacco, and 1.5¢ for fire-cured tobacco. 


a. if the farm is not in a commercial potato 
county, make no entries in column (e). 


é. If the farm is a new cotton farm, enter the 
letters "NF" in the left half of item 1(f). 


f. If the farm is not ina commercial vegetable 
county, make no entries in column (gz).

g. Entries for column (3) will be made only with 
respect to farms in the restoration land area 
in Nebraska and South Dakota, 


5. Make entries in Section II as follows: 


a. Obtain the entry for 1(b) and 3(b) from the 
applicable columns of NCR-509, 


b. Transfer the entry in Section I, item 1(g) 
of NCR-525 to 4(b) of this form, 


c. Obtain the commercial orchard entry for 5(b) 
from NCR-417 or other available source, 


d. Transfer the entry in Section I, item 1(j) 
of NCR-525 to 7(b) of this form, 


6. Make no entries in Sections III and IV at this time. 


C. Computations on Farm Computation Sheets 


1. Make computations in Section I as follows:

c. If the letters "NF" appear in item 1(f), enter 
zero (0) in 4(f) and 5(f), 


2. Make computations in Section II as follows:

b,. Enter in Section I, item 6(i), the sum of 
the entries in Section I, item 5(i), and 
Section II, item 8(c). 


Make no further computations on NCR-525 at this time, 


PART II1,--PREPARATION OF FORM NCR-503 


Enter the State and county code, the township name, 
the farm number, the number of acres in the farm, 
the number of acres of cropland in the farm, and 
the name of the owner and operator in the spaces 
provided therefor, These entries shall be obtained 
from NCR-525, . 


’ Make entries in Section I of NCR-503 as follows: 


Obtain the entries for line 1, columns (b) to (J), 
inclusive, from the corresponding columns in Section 
I, line 1, of Form NCR-525,. 


Obtain the entries for line 2, columns (b) to (h), 
inclusive, from the corresponding columns in Section 


I, line 3, of Form NCR-525, 


Enter the name of the county and the address of the 


county association in the spaces provided therefor, 


Care should be taken to see that the date entered 
on: the form is the date the form is mailed to the 
farmer as a notice of allotments and yields.

“Make entries in Section II of Form NCR-503 as follows: 


1, Obtain the entry for item (a) from Section I, 


item 5(i) of NCR-525. 


2, Obtain the entry for item (b) from Section II, 
a item 8(c) al NGH=O25. 


3, Obtain the entry for the "Total" line from Sectien I, 
item 6(i) of NCR-525. 


4. after entries are. made on NCR-5O3 from NCR-525, the 
data on NCR-503 shall be checked against the listing 
sheet, and: Forms NCR-525, shall be filed in farm 
number order by townships, When performance is 
checked, these forms will be withdrawn and completed 


5, The chairman or acting chairman of the county com- 
mittee shall sign in the space provided for his 
signature in Section I of NCR-503. Facsimile signa- 
tures shall not be used. 


Separation, Mailing and Filing of NCR-503, --Upon completion 
of the entries in Sections I and II of form NCR-503 prepared 
for a farm for which only one person is to receive a notice 
of allotments, enter the name and address in Section Liis 
For a farm on which more than one person is to receive 
notice of allotments, remove the carbons, For such Forms 
NCR-503, enter in Section III of the first carbon copy the 
name and address ofthe operator of the farm, Enter in 
Section III on the second carbon copy the name and address 
of the owner of the farm, File the original and one copy; 
or, if the. same person is both owner and operator of the 
farm, file the original and two copies in the county office. 
The copies with the names of the operator and owner in 
Section III should be placed in separate window envelopes 
and should be mailed to such persons. These forms will 
serve as a notice of allotments and vields. “The neme of 

the owner or operator should always be entered in the last 
line of Section Itt of the copy of NCR-503 which is to be 
mailed. 


Presentation of Farm Plan by Community Committeemen.--After 
the expiration of the fifteen-day appeal period, assign 

the originals of Form NCR-503 to community committeemen, 
Community committeemen shall thoroughly discuss and re- 
view the farm plan with the farmer at community meetings 
before obtaining his signature, Any questions the farmer 
may have regarding the classification of crops shown on 

the back of NOR-503 and any other details about the 

program should be answered by the committeeman by 

reference to the 1941 Agricultural Conservation Program

Change in Farm mm Identity. eT ts pon discussion of the 


farmer fs 19 94h farning operations, it is determined by 
the community comnitteeman that it is necessary to

preparing such form, In such cases, it will be necessary 
for the community commit beeiian to return. the incpmplete

* “ACP-95 in the county office and its approval by the county 


conmittee, a revised farm computation sheet and farm plan 


shall be prepared and the revised farm plan shall be

If, upon discussion of the farmer's 1941 farming 
operations, it is determined by the community committeeman 


that it is necessary to split a farm, the farmer should be 
' advised to inform the county office of the necessity for 


the split in.order that new farm computation sheets and 
farm plans may be prepared and assigned to the community 
commit teeman, , 


Intended Acreages and Soil-Building Practices,—-Maps on 
file in the county office may be used by the community 


committee to determine acreages for fields with permanent 
boundaries, 


For farms and fields in farms for which measured 
acreages are not available, the farmer should provide the 
information at the time he meets with the community com- 
mittee to comptete the farm plan. Farmers should be 
informed that, in any event, it will be their responsi- 
bility to stay within the acreage allotments if they wish 
to obtain the maximum farm payments. Data relative to 
intended acreages and soil-building practices will be 
entered by the community committeeman at the time he meets 
with the farmer, The acreage of each crop will be entered 
in the appropriate column of the table, 


Santer the names of the soil-building practices and 
the extent to which they will be carried out on the farm 
in 1941, The value of the practice to be carried out on 
€ach field will be computed by multiplying the extent of 
the practices by the rate shown in NCR-501 for the practice, 
(For example, alfalfa seeded, 10 acres - $15.00, ) 


The sommunity committeeman should advise the farmer 
that soil-building practices which are not desirable from 
the standpoint of soil conservation may not be approved, 
Only practices which are not routine farming practices but 
which are needed to improve the soil on the farm should 
be recommended by the community committeeman, ; 


_If the total value of the soil-building practices 
which the farmer intends to carry out is less than the 
soil-building allowance, the farmer and the committeeman 
should consider other practices which appear desirable 
to meet the sOil-building allowance, 


Partial Performance.--The committeeman should explain to 
the farmer that deductions will be made from the maximum 
farm payment for excess acreage of soil-depleting crops, 
The farmer should also understand that sufficient soil- 
building practices to earn the soil—building allowance must 


a ee 


be carried out in order to obtain the maximum farm pay- 
ment. .He should also explain that the parity payment 
computed for a farm for corn, wheat, cotton, rice, and 
tobacco, will not be made if the allotment for such crop 
is exceeded or if the sum of the corn, wheat, cotton, rice, 
and tobacco allotments for the farm is excceded by the 

sum of the acreage of such crops and that the farmer's 
share of such payments will not be mede if his share of 
allotments for such crops on all farms in the county is 
exceeded by his share of the acreage of such crops. 


Signature on Farm Plan.--After Secticn II has been completed, 
the operator and, if practicable, the owner of the farm, 
will date and sign in the appropriate spaces in Section III, 
The committeeman will, in the presence of the farmer, date 
and sign in the space provided for his signature, The com- 
mitteeman assisted dy the farmer will enter in the appropriate 
spaces the names, addresses, snd relationship to the farm 

of all persons interested in the 1941 crops and soil-build- 
ing practices if this information is not correctly entered, 
It is important that this information be on the original 
NOR-503 in order that the county committee may later 
determine who is eligible for payment and also so that 

the county mailing list may be corrected. 


PART IV.--DISPOSITION OF FORMS NCR-503 


After the completed farm plans are returned to the 
county office by the committeeman, such forms are to be 
checked for completeness and accuracy before filing. 


All forms on which any material errors are found and 
all incomplete forms should be returned to the committeeman 
to whom they were first assigned, with a request that he 
complete or correct the forms. 


All farm plans found to be correct and complete 
should te filed. A notation should be made on the master 
office record for each farm to indicate whether the farm 
plan for that farm has been signed or refused. If it is 
marked "Refused," the letter "R" should be used and if it 
is signed the letter "S" should be used. The county com- 
mittee should check those forms not on file, since a 
completed or a "Refused" Form NCR-503 for every farm in 
the county must be on file at the time of the closing date.

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Community committeemen will interview farmers before wheatote-secded 


(1) to determine which farms will be inspected for 1941 wheat gas paye 
ments, (2) to determine which farms will be non-wheat-allotment farms: under 
the 1941 Farm Program, and (3) to complete crop insurance applications. and 
collect premiums, . ‘ 

. To acquaint the individual farmer with all. phases of the 1941 Farm 
Program as it applies to wheat, tho committeeman will explain the 1941 ° 
Farn Progran provisions for whea it allotments, crop insurance, loans, and 
parity payments. Form NCR-503Y, "The Wheat Plan for Participation in the. 
1941. Farn Program! and the crop insurances application should be completed 


and signed at ane time the _connitteenan meets with the farmer. ’ 


van non-crop-insure ance counties, if the producers are not visited 
the county committee should mail a letter to each tenant and each landlord 
explaining the wheat provisions of the 1941 Farm Program.’ “This Letter 
should provide information on wheat parity payments, the non-wheat-allotment 
option, crop insurance, wheat loans, and the closing date applicable to the 
farm; and a copy of NCR-503W for the farm should be enclosed.

Any farm having a wheat allotment of 3 acres or more will be con- 
sidered a wheat allotment farm under the 1941 Farm Frogram unless the 
non-wheat-allotment option is elected. The non-wheat-allotment option 
nay be elected for any farm for which a wheat allotment of from 3 acres 
to 10 acres, inclusive, is determined, If this option is elected, no 
wheat parity rayments, wheat loans, or conservation payments for wheat 
will be available for the farm, and the wheat allotment acreage will be 
considered as general soil-depleting for the purpose of determining per- 
formance under the 1941 Farm Progrem. On a non-wheat-allotment farm, a 
deduction at the wheat rate will be made from the farm payment for any 
acreage classificd as wheat in excess of 10 acres. . 


A&A farm will be considered as a non-wheat-allotment farm if (1) no 
wheat allotment is determined for the farm or (2) an allotment of less 
than 3 acres was determined and the producer did not request, within 15 
days after being notified by letter of the non-allotment provisions, that 
the farm be a wheat allotment farm for 1941.

Community committeemen working with the wheat program in crop 
insurance counties must be familiar with the instructions for completing 
crop insurance applications and the collection of premiums. 


In each crop insurance county, the county committee will write 
a letter to each absentee owner who is entitled to a share in the 1941 
wheat crop on any farm for which a 1941 wheat allotment is determined. 
This letter should contain information relative to the wheat allotment, 
yield, premium rate, and the closing date for filing a crop insurance

Part II. - Instructions for Completing the Wheat Plan, NCR-503W. 


The purpose of NOR-503W, "The Wheat Plan for Participation in 
the 1941 Farm Program," is to encourage farmers to plan their farming 
operations with respect to wheat so that they may-cooperate in the 
1941 Farm Program. Wo farm will be inspected for 1941 wheat parity 
payments and no person will be eligible for such payments for the farm 
unless a person-entitled to a share in the 1941 wheat crop.completes-and 
‘signs Section I of NCR-503W before the applicable closing date, or in 
the case of spring wheat farms only, requests inspoction for-wheat 
parity payments on the 1941 Farm Pinan for Participation. To elect the 
non-wheat allotment option, it will be necessary for a farner*to com~ 
plete and sign Section II of NCR-503W before the applicable closing 
date, or in the case of spring wheat farms only, to request the non~ 
wheat~allotment-option on the 1941 Farm Plan for Participation. Spring-. 
wheat farms will be only those farms in spring wheat areas on. which 
spring wheat is the only wheat to be seeded for the 1941.crop. If the 
applicable form is not completed-and signed for a farm for which-an 
allotment of three acres or more is determined, the farm-will be re- 
garded as-a wheat allotment farm in the 1941 Farm Progran. 


4.—Initial Clerical Work to be Performed in the County Offtce—— — 


The Wheat Plan, NCR-503W, will be prepared in duplicate for ali farms 
for which allotment notices are issucd. A carbon copy of the form will — 
be left with the farmer at the time of its completion. Enter in the 
appropriate-spaces -of NCR-503W the State and county code nanbers, the 
township nane and farm munber, the number of acres in the farm, and the 
1941 wheat allotment. Enter the owner's name in the-applicable space. 
The space provided for the operator's name is for the convenience. of the 
county committee. The necessary entries on NCR-503W will be made at the 
same time the wheat allotment and yield entries are made on ACP—116A. 


B.--Completion of the NCR-503W in the Field.--The community com- s 
mitteeman will be responsible for the accuracy of all entries on NCR-503' 


not made by the clerical assistants. The community committeeman and the 
farmer will complete either Section I or Section Il. For each farm there 
will be an indication on NCR-503W that the farm is a wheat allotment 
farm, a non—wheat-—allotment farm, or that the information was refused.

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A rough sketch of the farm may be drawn on the back of the form 
to indicate the acreage that is to be devoted to wheat. When completing 
the Wheat Plan, the committeeman should have the aerial photograph or 2 
map of the farm to obtain tho acreages of fields and to, assist the : 
farmer in planning his wheat secdings. | 


A letter explaining the wheat provisions of the 1941 Farm Program 
will be written to the owners of farms in crop insurance counties for | 
which tenants refuse to complete NCR-503W when interviewed by tho community 
committeeman. This letter should include information on wheat parity pay= 
ments, the non-wheat-allotment option, crop insurance, wheat loans, and 
the closing date for the farm. A cony of NCR-503W for the farm’ should be 
enclosed with the letter, 


C.+-Completing NCR t+-5SO3W When a Change is Made in the Farm 1 Aceeaee 
In cases where a farm is split into two or more parts : for the 1941 Farm . 
Program, Section I or Section II of NCR-SO3W, as completed and signed for 
the original farm, will be considered as having been completed for each’ 
of the parts. A new NCR-503¥ will be prepared by a clerical assistant for 
each component part.
